I've told you several times 
how you could use willow poles 


for posts in damp places. Most 
of our lands are a high dry land 
and we must find something which 
will grow readily into a good post. 


I believe that I have found the 
proper thing for our posts and I 


hope you will begin this fall to 
experimenting with this tree, 


There is a tree which is known in 
this section as the mock-orange 
and which is generally found 
around old house places or in fer- 
tile bottoms. This tree grows rap- 
idly and may be grown on any 
farm in this section, Posts made 
from this wood will last longer 
than any other known wood, Out 
in the west where neither pine or 
cedar will grow the farmers have 
learned that this mock-orange tree 
is the best fence material to be 
had. Some farmers of the West 
claim that a round post six inch®s 
in diameter and cut from an old 
growth tree will last 50 years or 
more. One man offered to show 
me some posts which he claimed 
had been in use for more than 40 
years, and he said they were per- 
fectly sound, TI also found that 
this same wood is used for fence 


rails. I saw some old fence rails 
made from this wood which seem- 
ed to be perfectly sound and 


which had been standing so long 
that no one could recall when the 
fence was constructed. In many 
sections the farmers did not know 
anything about pine posts, in oth- 
sections they did not know 
about cedar posts and in others 
they did not know about chestnut 
posts, but they all knew that the 
mock-orange would make the best 
post known. This material is be-

How are our children to secure 
their fence posts? We are moral- 
ly bound to take their interest in- 
to consideration when thinking of 
this subject. 

{ It is my suggestion that you 
secure some seed and a plat ot 
land. I would select a fertile bot- 
tom or a rich place around the 
barn and would plant the seed just 
[as thick as they would be if na- 


ture planted them. You cannot 


have too many plants on the 
ground as the strong trees will 
choke the weaker ones out. By 


having’ them thick your trees will 
grow straight and tall, which 
qualities are very necessary in a 
good tree for posts. I would sug- 
gest that you plant about one 
fourth of an acre the first fall 
and repeat the dose every winter 
until you have the desired supply. 
You cannot hope to use the trees 
for posts under six years and it 
might be best for them to stand 
ten or twelve. If you plant the

might supply your farm with all 
the needed posts, If you happen 
to have some waste land which 
will grow this tree you might put 
out 10 or 20 acres in these trees 
and sell the posts to the public. A 
20-acre grove of good post materi 
al would bring you a lot of méhey 
for many years. It might make 
you independent in your old age, 
It certainly would not cost you 
much to try this plan cut and it 
might be worth much to you and 
your children in the years to 
come,

have seed to swap you should swap 
them but if you must buy your

next year as the meal is better 
and will last longer.
